From *‘Life in DBrittany,” by George M.
Towle, we take this description of marriage
customs among the Brotons: —

Mariages de eonvenance are customary |

not only among the higher and arislocratic
clasaes, but extend as well to the lowest pea-
saniry. DProperty is, among all, the groat
thing desired; the peasant has at loast some
trifling pittance laid by, with parts of which
he intends to endow bis children when they
marry. Tlere is the samo diplomatic negoti-
ation among them, when a marriage is to be
arrapged, as takes place in the upper circles.
Marriages of the *“‘commeroial” sort are, how-
ever, not so general among the peasants ag
among their social betters. The parties im-
mediately concerned are more frequently
consulted as to their inclinations. The first
move is made after a preforence has been

manifested amopg the young pea-
sants {hemselves, A young  man
sees A lass who pleases bhim. He makes

cerlain ndvances rather bashfully: she re-
sponds by tokens equally shy. It comes to
be generally understood in the village that
Jacques avd Nannine will *‘waks a waatech”—
if they can. Then occurs a remarkable event,
There is in Brittany a curions superstition—
or rather a superstitions tradition—about
{atlors. It is derived from gome ancient
legend which bas endowed the villaga tailor
with a peculiar saoredness and reverence.
The tailor (in default of & notary) is called
upon to soltle disputes, to teach Lhe children
with the priest, and to advise the good folk
in all domestic or social diffioulties. His
peculiar prerogative is to megotiate mar-
ringes. 'The young mwan who is taken with
the passion that comes in time to all finds in
bim a trusty adviser, engages him to arrange
a marrisge with the damsel's parents, and to
vicarionsly “pop the question.” Thereisa
Breton saying that the tailor conld, and he
would, ‘‘wuarry a Turk to a Jewess.”" Another
diplomat in marrisges, the tailor's rival, is he
who is called the *““arrying beggar,” who has
similar prerogatives in this iaefier. The tailor,
when be enters upon a marriage negoliation,
carries with him, as a symbol of his offica and
hint of his errand, a broomslick {in low Bre-
tom called “*baz.palan"), making the object of
his visit clearly known to all concerned.
Tor his services he receives an invitation to
the wedding feast, and presents of clothes
and money, The bride is always fain to give
him a puir of stockings with yellow rims,
sometimes a yellow stocking for one foot, a
red one for the other. ‘I'he tailor, according
to tbe tradition, not so favorable to him,
must remain a bachelor—it 18 a disgrace to
parenis to marry their davgbter to him. He
is the coufidant both of the parents and of
the lovers, and is consequently profound in
all the domestic and interesting socrets of the
neighborhood. He is the universal jndge of
the scandals; he makes it a point to keep his
mouth tight while his ears are open—and so
is a mentor toall, When the tailor has broughe
the parents of the two lovers together, thert
epsues an animated bargaining about the
dowries. It is a shrewd, mercantile negotia-
tion, usually, with the mediation of the
tailor, ending in a trealy mutnally salisfac-
tory. Ounee in accord, the parties procesd to
seal the contract by driuking as much of the
best wine to be had as each can master; after-
wards sealing themselves about the table, and
swoking the pipe of peace, alliance, and con-
cord. The LI who is the subject of dis-
course is perbaps listening, ears all agape;
flutters with the momentary doubtfulness;
goes wild with joy over the happy coneclusion.
Afterwards boli lylmilies meet at the cadaret
acd formally sign the contract, which the
tailor hias drawn up in true legal shape; ad-
journing to the farms of each family to
inspect the property, and to exhibit the sub-
stantial evidences L{It the dowry promised
will be fortheoming.

We quote the following from ‘“‘The Bacred
Flora” by M. D. Conway: —

The Catholic “‘rosary,” which the Germans
call Rosenkranz, or rosewreath, suggests that

Cune von Opesity.—Mr, Schindler is the
latest addition to the list of persons who have
undertaken the treatment and cure of exces-
sive fatness in the human race—this condi-
ticn being considered by him s a disturbance
of the animal economy, in consequence of
which the carbon taken in is acsumulated in
the form of fat. Diet and exercise, ns might
be expected, constitute the basis of his treat-
ment, As in the method of Mr. Banting,
which gome years ago was so much in vogue,
the diet advised for fat persons consists of
food containing a large percentage of nitro-
gen, to which some vogetables withoue starch,
ond cooked fruit, are to be wudded, for the
purpose of moderating the excitation dne to
animel nourishment, Thisdiet is to be varied,
according as individuals are of a sangunine or
Iymphatic temperament. The nse of certain
wines is permitted; beer is, however, entirely
forbidden. Coflee and tea are allowed, wit
as little sugar a8 possible. Cheese, potatoes,
rice, beans, peas, maize, maccaroni, tapioe
arrow-root, and soups are not allowed. The
use of sulphate of soda is recommended, ns
m:cderating the transformation of nitrogenons
walterials snd stimulating the oxidation of
fat: and the use of mineral waters containing
the sulphate of soda in solution is considered
of the greatest importance in this respect.
The waters of Marienbad, which are especially
rich in this salt, are stated to have nsunally
the most happy effect. Their use, together
with tbat of same alkaline pills, and a strict
edberencefo the condilions above-mentioned,
caused a decrease in weight of from twenty-
five to sixty pounds in different individuals
in the course of afew weelks.
